THE family of a West 
Bromwich-born soldier who 
was killed in Afghanistan 
have paid tribute to a 
“loving son and brother”. 

Guardsman Jamie 

Shadrake of the Reconnais¬ 
sance Platoon, 1st Battalion 
Grenadier Guards, was 
killed on Friday. 

He was one of three 
British servicemen killed on 
duty this month. 

Guardsman Shadrake, 
who had just turned 20, was 
killed in an insurgents’ 
attack in Helmand province. 

He was brought up in 
Wrexham and joined the 
Army as a 17-year-old in 
2009. He leaves his parents, 
Cathryn and Philip, broth¬ 
ers Carl, Kieran and Shane, 
and sister Kerry-Anne. In a 
statement his family said: 
“He was proud to be a soldier 
and died doing a job he loved. 

“We are devastated by the 
loss of Jamie who was a 
loving son and brother. We 
are very proud that Jamie 
was prepared to do his duty 
in helping the people of 
Afghanistan.” 


Child saved 
from pool 

A CHILD was rescued when 
he fell into a pool at Victoria 
Park, Tipton. 

The 17-month-old boy 
was pulled from the water by 
a passer-by who helped to 
resuscitate him. 

The drama happened at 
5.30pm on Monday. 

It is thought the child had 
been playing in the play area 
and had walked over to the 
pool.

Thomas said: “When we 
arrived, the child had been 
revived and was crying.” 


£3.7m OF HELP FOR 
TROUBLED FAMILIES

MORE than 1,000 troubled 
families in Sandwell will 
benefit from a £3.7 million 
Government grant. 

The aim is to tackle problems which are 
often passed from generation to genera¬ 
tion. 

It is hoped that a three-year pro¬ 
gramme will turn round the lives of 1,115 
families in the borough who have no adult 
in the household working, have children 
who are failing to attend school regularly, 
and have family members who are 
involved in crime or anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

Among the other issues to be tackled 
are domestic and sexual abuse, teenage 
pregnancies, poor parenting, social care 
interventions, police call-outs and educa¬ 
tional failure. 

It is hoped the scheme will get more 
children back to school, cut anti-social 
behaviour and crime, get more adults 
back into work and reduce families’ 
dependency on state benefits. 

Sandwell Council will receive £4,000 
per family as part of the programme. 

Priority 

The council will receive £1,167,000 ini¬ 
tially which will include £175,000 to 
employ a coordinator to run the scheme. 
If the first year is successful it will then 
receive the remaining £2,724,000. 

Delivering the programme is expected 
to cost the council £9,290,000 over three 
years with £5,574,000 coming from exist¬ 
ing funds. 

Finance boss Steve Eling said: “This 
programme is something we have already 
been doing at the council, it is not new for 
us because helping troubled families is a 
top priority for the council.” 

He added: “This is something we had 
actually complained about to the govern¬ 
ment because of the vast amount of 
bureaucracy involved in the pro¬ 
gramme. ” 

Mr Eling was expected to approve the 
plans for the programme at a meeting 
today (Thursday). 

Wolverhampton City Council has also 
joined the scheme, with 800 families to 
benefit from £2.7m funding.

MORE than 300 fans gathered in 
Halesowen to give Olympic 
medallist Kristian Thomas a 
hero’s welcome at the gymnas¬ 
tics club that started him on his 
road to glory. 

The 23-year-old was greeted 
by loud cheers when he arrived 
at the special event held in his 
honour at the Earls Gymnastics 
Club in Furnace Lane. 

Kristian, of Wednesfield, made 
history when he helped secure a 
bronze medal in the Team GB 
gymnastics squad - the first time 
in a century that British men 
have done so. 


Part of the event had to be 
moved inside the club due to the 
bad weather, but the rain failed 
to dampen the spirits and the sun 
even made an appearance when 
Kristian arrived. 

The Mayor of Dudley, Council¬ 
lor Melvyn Mottram, was there, 
along with members of Hale¬ 
sowen’s athletics, cycling and 
cricket clubs, Old Halesonians 
Rugby Club, and Halesowen 
Town FC. 

Kristian looked shocked when 
he saw the crowds waving flags 
and banners as he turned up 
wearing his Team GB tracksuit. 


The former St Edmund’s 
School pupil made a short speech 
in which he thanked everyone for 
their support, then posed for pic¬ 
tures with families, and signed 
autographs. 

He said: “This has been 
absolutely amazing. 

Grateful 

“I didn’t expect anything like 
this - they kept it all really quiet 
and just told me to turn up in my 
tracksuit and bring my medal 
and a smile. 

“I’m so grateful to everyone 
for making the effort to come 


out. It’s great to see so many 
people who are genuinely inter¬ 
ested in gymnastics.” 

Kristian, Louis Smith, Max 
Whitlock, Daniel Purvis and Sam 
Oldham, were initially awarded 
silver at London 2012 but an 
inquiry overturned that and 
gave Japan silver. Britain was 
downgraded to bronze. 

The Duke of Cambridge and 
Prince Harry led the support at 
the North Greenwich Arena as 
Britain won their first Olympic 
team medal in gymnastics since 
the bronze at the Stockholm 
Games in 1912. 


Fears of 
crime rise

Paul Samran, aged 59, 
owner of the post office in 
Union Street, Tipton, said 
his tills were behind protec¬ 
tive glass. 

He added: “The police say 
it is getting better. I have 
been here 17 years and I say 
it is getting a lot worse.” 

Loucas Menicou, of Victo¬ 
ria Chippy, in Owen Street, 
said the till was taken two 
years ago, but CCTV had 
acted as a deterrent since.

Tragic families unite in 

demand for heart tests

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A coroner says national 
screening is vital to 
detect potentially fatal 
heart defects. LOUISE 
JEW reports. 

THEY are often very fit and 
sporty - but hundreds of 
young people aged under 
35 die in this country every 
year from a sudden, undi¬ 
agnosed heart problem. 

Luke Chapman, from Hagley, a 
strapping 6ft tall 15-year-old, died 
from a sudden irregular heartbeat 
while playing rugby for his school at 
Kidderminster on March 20. 

Halesowen 14-year-old Leon 
Mansell, a keen footballer who 
wanted to be a PE teacher, met a 
similar fate as he laughed and joked 
with friends in January last year, 
and fitness instructor Zoe Teale, 
from Cheslyn Hay, also died sud¬ 
denly. 

Now Birmingham Deputy 
Coroner Miss Sarah Ormond- 
Walshe has called for the Depart¬ 
ment of Health to consider launch¬ 
ing a national heart screening pro¬ 
gramme after carrying out an 
inquest on Luke Chapman, of Mead- 
owcroft, Hagley, who not only played 
for his school, Haybridge High, 
Hagley, but also Old Halesonians 
Rugby Club.

But the Department of Health has 
so far rejected appeals for such 
screening, although it will recon¬ 
sider the issue this year. 

Expert cardiac pathologist Dr 
Mary Sheppard, of the Royal 
Brompton Hospital, London, told 
the Birmingham inquest that 10 to 
12 otherwise healthy people aged 
under 35 died every week from 
sudden adult death arrhythmia - 
irregular heartbeat - in this country, 
often while doing sport. 

She said the figure could be as 
high as 800 deaths a year. 

The charity Cardiac Risk in the 
Young (CRY), which offers screening 
sessions, including some in the West 
Midlands, says that in Italy, where 
testing is mandatory for all young

people active in sport, the sudden 
cardiac death rate has been reduced 
by a staggering 90 per cent. 

The charity believes that every¬ 
one between the ages of 14 and 35 
should have access to cardiac screen¬ 
ing as 80 per cent of young, sudden 
cardiac deaths occur with no prior 
symptoms. 

“The only way to find young 
people who harbour this condition is 
by participating in a proactive 
screening process,” said CRY’s chief 
executive and founder Alison Cox. 

“Sport does not cause sudden 
cardiac death, but it can signifi¬ 
cantly increase a person’s risk if 
they have an underlying condition. 

“We are increasingly getting 
sports bodies making the decisions 
to use our screening but there 
should be a national screening pro¬ 
gramme by experts, particularly 
after the wonderful success of the 
Olympics.” 

But a Department of Health 
spokesman said that, so far, the UK 
National Screening Committee did 
not recommend launching such a 
programme. “This is because they

found in 2008 that there is a consid¬ 
erable risk either of false positives, 
or of having heart problems that 
tests do not pick up,” he said. 

“This will be kept under review, 
and the committee will consider its 
advice again this year.” 

Luke’s parents have backed the 
coroner’s calls. His father Matthew, 
aged 47, said: “A lot die young - 800 
a year, which is a whole school.” 

The Chapmans have been advised 
that close relatives of Luke should 
be tested to find out whether his 
condition could run in the family. 

Referred 

Members of Leon Mansell’s 
family - his mother, Jean, brothers 
Craig, 24, and Matthew, 19, and 
sister Kerrie, 20, who is four months 
pregnant - have already undergone 
similar tests following last year’s 
inquest on his death and were told 
they were fit and well. 

However, his father, Bernard, who 
lives in California, was referred to a 
cardiologist following the tests. 

Zoe’s parents Peter and Julie 
Teale, have raised £60,000 since she

died in her sleep in September 2009 
to raise awareness and to launch 
heart screening sessions for young 
people in the West Midlands. 

They have banked the money with 
CRY to organise annual testing ses¬ 
sions by an expert team at Stour¬ 
bridge’s Oldswinford Hospital 
School, where Mr Teale works as the 
catering manager, and at Aston Villa 
Football Club. 

And they are sure their actions 
have already saved lives among the 
200 pupils screened so far at the 
school and the 500 at Aston Villa. 

Mr Teale, aged 50,said: “We had 
one 14-year-old boy screened at 
Aston Villa who would have been 
dead within four years - but a simple 
operation saved him. 

“Around 10 per cent of those 
screened are found to have some 
kind of problem, whether minor or 
major, and they are then referred on 
to a cardiologist for further tests. 
Not all would have been fatal but 
some would.” 

Zoe, who worked at Fitness First 
gym, Wednesbury, was unaware of 
her heart defect. 


Charity

AN Oldbury charity sup¬ 
porting vulnerable people in 
the Black Country is appeal¬ 
ing for donations of food and 
furniture to keep up with 
demand. 

The plea has come from 
Trident Reach the People 
Charity. 

The organisation, in 
Pope’s Lane, provides 
support to vulnerable people 
across the region including 
those at risk of homeless¬ 
ness, older people, young 
people, women fleeing 
domestic abuse and people 
with learning disabilities. 

It has launched a food and 
furniture bank to help 
people who are struggling to 
afford to buy food. 

The charity, which runs 
services in Sandwell, 
Wolverhampton and Dudley, 
has handed out food and fur¬ 
niture to 250 people since 
starting to supply relief 
parcels in April 2011. 

Head of tenancy support 
at Trident Reach, Rajbir 
Shergill, said the response 
from the local and wider 
communities had been over¬ 
whelming, but more dona¬ 
tions were needed to keep up 
with demand. 

He said: “Last week we 
received over 1,000 plates 
from a local hotel. Another 
hotel donated over 100 mat¬ 
tresses last year.”

Virgin Trains' boss vows to go out on a high 



THE BOSS of Virgin Trains wo was 
born in the Black Country, has vowed 
that the company will “go out on a 
high” after losing the West Coast 
main line franchise. 

Virgin is considering its options 
including a possible legal challenge to 
the Government’s decision to allow 
FirstGroup to take over the line. 

The 13-year franchise includes 
Stafford and Wolverhampton rail sta¬ 
tions and services stop at Sandwell 
and Dudley, Smethwick Galton 
Bridge and Birmingham’s two main 
stations. 


FirstGroup bid £5.5 billion to run 
the West Coast line, £750m more 
than Virgin. 

Virgin founder Sir Richard 
Branson said the government’s deci¬ 
sion to appoint FirstGroup was 
insanity and warned that it would 
not be able to deliver what it had 
promised. 

Virgin Trains’ chief executive 
Tony Collins has been with the firm 
since 1999 and still lives in Sedgley 
with his wife Vanice. The couple have 
two children, Kelly, aged 25, and 
Jonathan, 21. 


Mr Collins commutes to Virgin’s 
offices in Birmingham and under the 
laws governing the rail franchises, 
his staff will have to be taken on by 
FirstGroup, which takes over the 
West Coast main line from Virgin in 
December. 

Mr Collins said: “I suppose techni¬ 
cally I would transfer across to First 
like everyone else but there’s a dis¬ 
cussion still to be had. We believe 
FirstGroup’s bid is undeliverable and 
we’re considering all our options. 

“We have worked really hard over 
the last 15 years, through challenges 


such as the collapse of Railtrack. 

“If we could have bid the premium 
that FirstGroup offered we would 
have. We bid what we believed would 
be deliverable.” 

Asked if he would continue to use 
the train after FirstGroup takes over 
in December, he said: “It depends 
what happens. We have an office in 
Birmingham but we are not sure 
where FirstGroup will be running 
things from. Our franchise runs until 
December and my job is to go out on 
a high and do the very best we can for 
our customers and our staff.”

War camp survivor wins 
medal seven decades on 


A GREAT Wyrley woman has 
received the Siberian Cross 
from the Polish Government 
for her time in a repatriation 
camp. 

Janina Chmielewska was one of 
many Polish people dragged from their 
homes and moved to Siberia in April 
1940. She was removed from the 
country at the age of 15 along with her 
11-year-old sister Helena and 13-year- 
old brother Wladek. The youngster 
was then put to backbreaking farming 
work and laying railway track. 

“The time there was terrible,” 
recalled Janina, now 88, of Jacobs Hall 
Lane. “They kept us sometimes 
without food for two or three days. A 
lot of old people died on their way 
there. We had to work in places they 
put us in.” 

Her son Edward, from Walsall, is 59

and a history teacher at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Heath Park Business & Enter¬ 
prise College. He said: “My mother was 
at home and suddenly the Russian 
troops knocked on the door.” 

“She was given a couple of hours 
notice and just told by them to ‘pack 
your things’. My mother would proba¬ 
bly have been one of the oldest.” 

Upon leaving, he said, his mother 
took many layers of clothing with her 
in order to barter with when in Siberia. 

“It had just been her birthday, and 
these were new clothes” he said. 

“Her particular village, Zablocie, 
was on the eastern side of Poland. They 
were all rounded up, not knowing what 
was happening and yet probably 
expecting the worst. She was responsi¬ 
ble for her younger brother and sister.” 

The journey was one of the hardest 


chapters for Mrs Chmielewska and her 
siblings. They were driven for mile 
after mile in cattle trucks in poor con¬ 
ditions and crowded spaces. 

“The journey itself was horrendous. 
It was hot and unpleasant. They only 
had one small area for a toilet. 

“People died in there. When they did 
stop, they were just hoping people 
would give them water.” 

When she arrived at the camp, she 
was left to fend for herself. 

In June 1941 the farm workers were 
moved again, hundreds of miles away 
to lay 36 kilometres of railway line. 
They were made to work until, as pris¬ 
oners of war, they were later released 
two months later. 

Mr Chmielewska added: “My 
mother met my father, Marian, in 
Britain. Dad was a pilot and mum a 
wireless operator. I am very proud of 
my mother receiving it. It’s important 
to recognise people’s suffering.”

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honour RAF war hero 


A SERVICE of dedication was 
held at a new memorial for an 
RAF war hero who won the Dis¬ 
tinguished Flying Cross in the 
Second World War. 

Flight Lieutenant James Lucas of 
Wednesbury joined the RAF at 22, and 
took part in dozens of missions. He spent 
296 hours in the air for his country. 

He was honoured with the DFC in 
October 1945. This was in addition to the 
1939-45 Star, Air Crew Star with a France 
and Germany bar, a Defence Medal and 
War Medal he had already received. 

In January 2001 the father of three, and 
grandfather, died at 82, and his family 
wanted to create a lasting memorial to 
him. 

They have now unveiled a memorial 
bench at The National Memorial Abore- 
tum in Alrewas. There is also a blue plaque 
on his former home in Chestnut Road. 

Bombers 

The service of dedication was taken by 
Father Kevin Palmer of Wednesbury, and 
representatives of the West Bromwich 
Branch of the Royal Air Forces Association 
and the Wednesbury War Memorial Group 
were there. 

Mr Lucas was a former Wednesbury 
Boy’s High School pupil and in the early 
years of the war was a draughtsman, 
designing bomb-proof doors. 

After he volunteered for the RAF his 
first posting was at St Eval with Coastal 
Command, where he flew Whitley aircraft. 

In July 1943 he was transferred to 
Breighton with 78 Squadron, where he 
flew Halifax bombers.

Police insist 
park is safe 

POLICE in Oldbury have been 
working with pupils to encourage 
people to use Tividale park. 

Youngsters at Ormiston School 
were reluctant to use the park 
because there were four robberies 
there since January 2011. 

But police say there was a 24.7 per 
cent reduction in crime between 
November 2011 and June 2012 com¬ 
pared to the same period the year 
before.

Bosses at Langley Maltings in 
Oldbury had hoped to bulldoze and 
transform part of the the Grade II listed 
site, which has been derelict for years. 

However, English Heritage, The Vic¬ 


torian Society and the Ancient Monu¬ 
ments Society all objected to the demo¬ 
lition. They want the building saved for 
future generations. 

The groups say that despite the 
damage, there is still scope for it to be 
repaired and preserved. Sandwell 
Council has now refused a request to 
demolish part of the premises. 

Langley Maltings was erected in 1878 
and operated as a traditional floor malt¬ 
ings by the Wolverhampton and Dudley 
(Banks’s) Brewery until its closure in 


2005. The malthouses are of industrial 
significance, as the last surviving large- 
scale maltings in the Black Country. 

The Western Road building was 
listed in 1974 but its future has been in 
doubt since arson attacks in 2009 and 
2010. Parts of the building have been 
demolished because of the fire damage. 

The council’s report says: “The pro¬ 
posed demolition of a large element of 
the listed building will result in a sub¬ 
stantial loss of significance to these his¬ 
toric maltings and no evidence has been 


submitted to demonstrate that this 
substantial loss will be outweighed by 
substantial public benefits.” 

Businessmen Lehmber Singh and 
Harbhajan Singh Dhadday bought the 
property for £1 million in 2007. 

It was first planned to transform the 
site with a housing development until 
the recession halted the project. No offi¬ 
cial planning application has ever been 
drawn up to redevelop the site.

PEOPLE have been having a say on 
the design of a £9 million health 
centre to be built in Wednesbury. 

A drop-in event was held at The 
Wesley Centre in Spring Head so 
people could give their verdict on the 
long-awaited scheme in High Bullen. 

The scheme will provide new facil¬ 
ities for users of two GP surgeries, 
Mailing Health and The Spires 
Health Centre - which will be incor¬ 
porated into a new building. 

The project won outline planning 
approval in April. 

The new health centre will be next 
to the leisure centre and on the site of 
Mailing Health’s temporary build¬ 
ing.

halt problem of strays 


BAILIFFS have seized eight 
horses on council land in a 
£12,000 bid to round up strays. 

A total of £12,000 has been spent round¬ 
ing up horses roaming the streets of Walsall 
in the past year, it has been revealed. 

And it has been claimed the move has 
helped drive down the problem of illegal 
horse grazing which was at one point so bad, 
there were 80 stray horses in the borough. 

Council chiefs claim there were no stray 
horses at the last count, falling from 40 
earlier this year. 

Leader Mike Bird said: “We are pleased to 
say that the situation regarding illegal horse 
grazing on council land has improved signif¬ 
icantly from an estimated 40 horses to none 
at the last count in July. 

“In total, the bailiffs working on behalf of 
the council have removed eight horses that 
were left on council land to graze. 

“The safety and well-being of both our 
residents and the horses is our primary 
concern and we are delighted that this 
problem has greatly improved.” 

It comes after a crackdown in which spe¬ 
cialist bailiffs were appointed to round 
stray animals up. Notices were also placed 
at hotspots, warning owners horses would 
be impounded if left to graze. 

Permanent signs were put up in Goscote, 
Pelsall, Shelfield and Darlaston last 
autumn. Permanent “no horses allowed” 
signs have been put up in open space at Ross 
Farm, off Goscote Lane; Nest Common, 
Pelsall; Brook Meadow open space off Stub- 
bers Green Road, Shelfield, Great Bridge 
Road and George Rose Park, Darlaston. 

Road is turned one way 

A ONE-WAY system in Bloxwich to allow 
work to take place on a gas main renewal 
scheme will remain until September 2. 
Restrictions will operate on Field Road, 
with a northbound traffic flow only.

for art lovers' treat

Looking over the roofs in the city of Vienna 


bare was a genuine thrill to experience. 
Even those with little or no knowledge 
of art will soon find themselves, as I 
did, caught up in the whole saga of 
Klimt and his friends. In 1910 they 
were pioneers in the world of litera¬ 
ture, visual art, architecture and music 
and were at the helm of a Vienna that 
had a population of two million and 
was the world’s fifth largest city. Their 
legacy is all around. The city is one of 
the most important cultural centres in 
the world with architecture, painting, 
poetry and music in abundance. 

It is home to the Vienna Boys’ Choir, 
which was founded in 1498. Reserva¬ 
tions can be made to hear them sing on 
Sunday mornings in the Palace chapel. 

And forward-thinkers should also 
buy tickets for the renowned Vienna 
State Opera, which never has the same 
performance two nights running. 

Sumptuous 

I enjoyed the most sumptuous pro¬ 
duction of Carmen, and was almost as 
spellbound by the majestic staircases, 
high-ceilings and ornamentation as I 
was enthralled by Bizet’s tragic tale. 

For lovers of fresh air, half of the 
city’s total area is made up of gardens, 
parks, and woods. Rests in between are 
easy with 800 coffee houses dotted 
throughout the city. 

Food is rich and fulsome - hearty 
soups, stews, meatballs, herrings and 
goulash washed down with local beer 
and wines. 

Visitors inspired by what they find 
can visit the many markets and take 
home their own taste of Vienna. I did. 
No pastries or sausage for me though, 
but a small jug emblazoned with a 
print of The Kiss - a reminder of a trip 
which brought art, a city and a whole 
era to life.

The inside of the Vienna State Opera house captivates 


OPULENCE, decadence, 
culture as well as the best 
cakes in the world - Vienna is 
the traveller’s hot ticket for 
2012. 

Glimmering galleries and museums 
stand on almost every corner, and 
coffee-house aromas of ground beans, 
hot chocolate and honeyed pastries gild 
the air. 

For the third year running, Vienna 
has been voted the ‘most liveable’ city 
in the world - meaning the health, 
wealth, leisure and day-to-day needs of 
its fold are met at an enviably high 
level. This can only be good news for 
the tourist whose stresses and cares 
can be eased by a dip into this well- 
oiled playground of a capital, where 
comfort, transport, entertainment and 
Wiener Schnitzel reign. 

Fascination 

But while today’s Vienna is remark¬ 
able, it is the Vienna of the early 1900s 
that holds such a fascination for visi¬ 
tors who want to immerse themselves 
in the beauty of a bygone era - and the 
city is ready to share its success. 

This year is the 150th anniversary of 
the birth of artist Gustav Klimt, the 
turn-of-the-century genius whose 
painting The Kiss is one of the most 
easily recognisable and revered images 
in the world. 

Vienna has pulled out all the stops to 
celebrate. This year there are more 
works by Klimt on show than ever 
before through eight special exhibi¬ 
tions and these are in addition to the 
wealth of his art which is incorporated 
into the city’s buildings. 

Art fans with little time should head 
straight for the Lower Belvedere 
palace which is home not only to the 


largest collection of Gustav Klimts but 
The Kiss, said to epitomise the spirit of 
change that heralded the modernist 
era. It is worth the scrum to savour this 
vision and to eavesdrop on fellow 
viewers happy to exchange conflicting 
views on what the painting means. Dis¬ 
cussion still rages on about the identity 
of the two lovers in the painting and 
whether their embrace is being shared 
or endured. 

Other must-sees are The Secession 
building - which houses the Beethoven 
Frieze; the Kunsthistorisches Museum

AN off-licence has been banned 
from selling alcohol for two 
months after trading standards 
inspectors found it selling vodka 
and beer that had not been taxed. 

Sandwell Council and customs officers 
seized 100 cases of beer and 126 bottles of 
spirits, worth £2,146, from Premier Foods, 
in Carters Green, in October, after they 
found its duty had not been paid. 

Licensing chiefs withdrew the shop’s 
licence for two months as punishment. 

Customs officer Simon Hewitt told the 
licensing chairman, Councillor Peter Allen, 
that he visited the shop on October 7 last 
year and was made aware that goods had 
previously been seized from the shop in 
March 2008. 

Mr Hewitt seized a litre bottle of 
Komovica vodka, and 29 bottles of 
Wyborowa vodka. 

There were also 18 70cl bottles of Soviski 
vodka, 12 70cl bottles of Vodka Alaska, 28 
70cl bottles of Krupnik vodka, nine bottles 
of Zubrowka vodka and two bottles of Zolad- 
kowa vodka. 

Suppliers 

The officer also found bottles of vodka 
and whisky with counterfeit labels and duty 
stamps. 

Mr Hewitt said: “I asked him to tell me 
the names of the London suppliers and he 
stated that he did not know as his cousin 
does the buying. But they are up to £2 
cheaper per case so this makes it worth¬ 
while. 

“I am aware of the competitive nature of 
the wholesale alcohol business in the West 
Midlands and was sceptical that goods could 
be sourced much cheaper and still be duty 
paid.” 

The shop’s owner, Avinashi Patel, said he 
had an annual turnover of £2.3million and 
to lose his licence could risk people’s jobs.

Hoping to keep the 
feel good factor going 


W e’re a sturdy old nation if 
nothing else. For those of 
us who sat through the 
nail-biting Olympic Games - from 
the opening ceremony through the 
emotional wins and near-wins of 
Team GB, to that surprise-laden 
closing ceremony, we have certainly 
done ourselves proud. 

The eyes of the world have been 
on us since we celebrated the 
Queen’s Jubilee back in June, and 
we haven’t once crumbled - but the 
pressure is far from off, as the next 
stint of the Games is officially 
declared open in London 2012 
Paralympic Games Opening 
Ceremony. 

Due to the success of the 
Olympics, ticket sales for the 
Paralympics have soared and, at 
the time of writing, the surge had 
meant it was on track be the first to 
sell out in the event’s 52-year 
history. London 2012-fever is as rife 
as ever, something that former 
Paralympic swimmer Rachael 
Latham is intensely proud of. 

She said: “When we won the bid, 
and everybody was saying how the 


Paralympics will be so much bigger, 

I always wondered how they were 
going to make sure it was on par 
with the Olympics. And the best 
thing is that I don’t think they’ve 
needed to do that much [to promote 
it] - people simply want it to be [a 
big hit]. Everyone is excited for the 
Paralympics, which I don’t think 
we’ve ever had before. It definitely 
wasn’t like that when I was racing in 
Beijing. I think it’s going to be a new 
era for the Paralympics.” 

Rachael is the current European 
record holder for 200m butterfly, 
world record holder for 50m 
butterfly and 200m backstroke 
British record holder. She took part 
in two finals in the Beijing 
Paralympics, but an injury meant 
she had to retire from competitive 
swimming in 2009, and couldn’t be 
involved in London 2012 - at least 
not in the way she had previously 
known. However, she is on 
presenting duties and will be 
covering all the action down on the 
front line for Channel 4 - and that’s 
the next best thing, according to 
Rachael. _ 


She explains: “There was no way I 
wasn’t going to get involved in 
London 2012. When I couldn’t 
go with swimming, I just had to 
find a new way to be able to get 
there. 

“Obviously I’m an athlete at heart 
and I always will be but I couldn’t 
have asked for anything more than 
to be part of the media. Channel 4 
is going to do a great job and I’m 
so excited.” 

But let’s not get ahead of ourselves 
- as the opening ceremony gets 
underway, Channel 4 stalwarts Jon 
Snow and Krishnan Guru-Murthy 
present from what promises to be a 
phenomenal start to the occasion; 
especially given that the 
Paralympics originated in the UK in 
1948. 

We can expect a spectacle 
that challenges perceptions of 
human possibility, including a fly 
past by Aerobility, a British charity 
that trains disabled people to 
become pilots, a parade of all the 
competing nations, and, of course, 
the official entrance of the 
Paralympic Flame. _

The only way is up! Volkswagen have come up with a nifty number at the right price 


Let’s get something out of the way first 
. . . why do car companies settle on 
ridiculous or even comedic names to 
call new models? 

Silly question really, we all know it’s down to 
marketing and focus teams trying to validate their 
vast fees on such tasks. 

Volkswagen has not really fallen into that pit too 
deep but the name of their latest city car has been 
the object of some derision. 

up! (yes the lower case initial letter and exclama¬ 
tion mark are part of the name) is a totally new car 
from the marque, a sub-Polo sized vehicle in the 
wake of the Fox and the Lupo. Animal names are 
not so bad even though we have one English and 
one Italian in the former and latter. But Up! is 
dreadful, it looks ridiculous in the middle of a sen¬ 
tence and even incorrect. Exclamation marks are 
meant for emphasis at the end of sentences. So I 
shall just refer to it as the Up hereon. 

With the pressure on motoring costs, demand 
for sub-compact cars has grown enormously and 
sales are impressive. So the Up is a good move for 
Volkswagen in the marketplace which includes the 
lovely Fiat 500. 

I love the modern 500 because it reminds me of 
the days of the original model, a time of carefree 
days as a student when I drove to university in and 
old but endearing bubble. 

And I found, to my surprise, that I like the Up. 
It is good looking front and back and inside that 


continues. While the entry level may be a little 
basic for not much more money you can get a trim 
level that is well fitted out. You can also make the 
car your very own with well-priced options for per¬ 
sonalisation - from the dashboard to the wheels. 

Then we come to the added attraction above the 
500 - the space inside. The 3.5 metre Up really does 
surprise. Four can be transported with some 
comfort and no elbow bashing for up to six footers. 
While the boot may be small in terms of space 
between the seats and boot lip, it is deep and the 
rear seats are standard with split capability. 

Powering the up! is a new generation of three- 
cylinder petrol engines, with outputs of 60 and 75 
PS. 

Consumption 

Combined fuel consumption for the 60 PS Blue- 
Motion Technology model is 68.9 mpg on the com¬ 
bined cycle with C02 emissions of 95 g/km; even 
the more powerful 75 PS unit stays under the 100 
g barrier with just 98 g/km. The fuel economy they 
give is very good, although if you want to press on 
and work the engines hard, watch that figure 
slump 

Parking is easy, there’s good steering, it glides 
around town and even on motorways and it also 
rides well even when you take it out on some of 
Shropshire’s pothole strewn country lanes. The 
gearchange is precise and clutch and brake pedals 
are nicely weighted and progressive, making it 
very easy to drive smoothly. 


Three versions are available: Take up!, Move up! 
and High up! with prices starting at £7,995 All are 
competitively priced and offer a high level of stan¬ 
dard equipment. Two special edition models - the 
up! black and up! white - which are based on the 
High up! are also available. All models have a raft 
of safety features including ABS and four airbags, 
while all except Take up! also have standard ESP 
An important new safety technology in the up! is 
the optional award-winning City Emergency 
Braking system which at speeds of under 19 mph 
detects the risk of an impending collision and can 
reduce accident severity by initiating automatic 
brake interventions that can even avoid a crash.

Audi A1 
Sportback 
eases into 
family life 

IT had to happen sometime. The call finally 
came in for the comfortable and tough Q5 to 
go back home, and so it needed to be 
replaced with something different. 

It just so happened that the call came in at the same 
time as the Audi A1 Sportback appeared in the UK, and the 
chance to run around in one for six months raised an 


obvious question: in this era < 
sizing, can you really switch 
mini? Too late to back out 
now. 

My plans to pamper the 
A1 from the day it arrived 
were even more quickly 
destroyed. The need to 
travel to various parts of the 
country, cope with the shop¬ 
ping and even handle my 
two young kids on a 
weekend away meant the 
A1 simply had to get on with 
it. 

Despite being as good as 
half the size of the mid-sized 
SUy the A1 did a fine job of 
carrying me, two boys in car 
seats and all of the gear. 

Sure the boot was stuffed 
to the gills and I had to use 
the footwells a little, but 
this is a B-segment hatch¬ 
back; the fact that you can 
utilise all of its footprint is a 
real bonus. 

And having become thor¬ 
oughly fed up of paying 
through the nose for diesel, 
the A1 had to be a petrol, 
particularly because Audi is 
one of those firms at the 
forefront of the petrol ren¬ 
aissance. 

Cylinder 

So this particular Sport¬ 
back runs the 1.4-litre TFSI 
with 122PS (that’s 120bhp 
in old money) hitched up to 
the seven-speed S tronic 
transmission. 

Sadly the even more 
impressive 1.4 turbo with 
cylinder deactivation isn’t 
available yet, but this 
version perfectly covers all 
the bases. 

It has usefully more poke 
than the 1.2 TFSI and with 
a 0-62mph time of nine 
seconds flat, it qualifies as a 
warm hatch in my book. Yet 
it clocks up an official 
53.3mpg combined and just 
122g/km of C02. 

Of course, you have to 
drive it appropriately to get 
those figures, and to be per¬ 
fectly honest I’ve not yet 
managed to restrain myself. 

The trouble is it feels far 
too sporty to be driven like 
an eco-special, at least when 
you’re as easily influenced 
as me. 

With the S tronic box, you 
can keep both hands on the 
wheel, and although it’s 
turbocharged, you do need 
to rev it a little to extract 
maximum performance - 
hence it’s not yet doing 50 
miles per gallon. 

This wasn’t helped by the 
fact it went to visit its glam¬ 
orous big brother in the 
shape of the R8 GT Spyder. 


}f belt-tightening and down- 
from a big SUV to a super- 



They share more than 
just a body colour, too: OK 
so I’m not going to tell you 
the A1 is the perfect substi¬ 
tute for a £130,000 super¬ 
car, but the A1 is huge fun 
on a back road chiefly 
because it is small, rela¬ 
tively light and responsive. 

The Sport trim brings 
with it stiffer suspension 
and although you might 
wish for the softer SE when 
you’re traversing the worst 
pot holes the UK can offer, 
the trade off is well worth it. 

And if you spec it right, 
the A1 Sportback can look 
like a junior hot hatch, too. 
Upgrade to one of the pretty 
17in wheels designs for 
around £500 and you have 
the looks to go with the per¬ 
formance. 

You can even add a rear 
spoiler and a modest body 
kit for a few pounds more. 
Regardless of any option 
box ticking, the A1 is 
arguably the best looking 
Audi on the street. 

The way the bonnet 
wraps into the front wings 
is just like the TT, and the 
extra pair of doors are seam¬ 
lessly integrated into the 
shape. It’s also hard not to 
like small cars; the A1 pulls 
off wearing the premium 
four rings of Audi and 
doesn’t suffer for it either. 

It might be a small Audi 
but you still get all the big 
Audi stuff. The cabin is a 
real quality piece of work 
and depending on how 
much you decide to spend, it 
can have all the bells and 
whistles. 

Yet it doesn’t suffer from 
a rash of buttons and 
instead has an appealingly 
minimalist dashboard that 
feels expensive, and little 
details like the screen that 
simply folds away by click¬ 
ing it into place show some 
real thought.

Clarke's Albion reign

NEW head coach Steve Clarke 
has just one problem after this 
opening day victory: How does he 
follow it? 

He hopes for a long and successful career 
in management. But it is hard to imagine he 
will ever experience another day quite as 
perfect as his first, writes Steve Madeley. 

Three points, a clean sheet and a stun¬ 
ning opening goal from a returning 
Hawthorns hero made for a dream competi¬ 
tive debut for the Baggies’ new head coach. 

In fact, had Clarke allowed his mind to 
wander in the days before his Albion reign 
began ‘for real’, it is doubtful even he could 
have conceived something quite as special as 
he got on Saturday. 

There was a fine debut from one summer 
signing, Claudio Yacob, who walked away 
with the sponsors’ champagne on his first 
day in the English game. 

And there was a debut goal from another, 
Romelu Lukaku, who produced an eye¬ 
catching cameo that hinted at some memo¬ 
rable moments to follow. 

Bonus 

Shane Long’s tame penalty miss was, 
perhaps, the only element of a splendid day 
that might not have featured in Clarke’s 
fantasy. 

There was the added bonus, too, of claim¬ 
ing his fabulous first-day victory against the 
club who deemed him surplus to require¬ 
ments just a few months ago. 

Most of all, though, it was the day that 
Clarke was welcomed into the Albion 
‘family’ - and the significance of the 
weekend’s win cannot be under-estimated 
when it comes to his acceptance by the 
Hawthorns faithful. 

However warmly the ultra-loyal Baggies 
fans welcomed Roy Hodgson’s successor 
when he made his way to the dugout on day 
one of his tenure; however much they had 
resolved to give him a chance, inevitable

questions remained. The decision to replace 
the club’s most successful Premiership boss 
with one cutting his teeth in the ‘big chair’ 
was seen by many as a gamble. 

So starting with one of the most momen¬ 
tous wins in recent Albion memory can only 
do wonders for the public perception of their 
new gaffer, as will the style in which it was 
delivered. Saturday’s win earned Clarke a 
little extra time; some added breathing 
space in which to stamp his own mark on the 
team that Hodgson left behind. 


to claim his first piece of Baggies history. 

The win was Albion’s best to kick off a 
Premier League campaign, their largest in 
an opening fixture for 21 years and their 
biggest to begin a top-flight season since a 
Tony Brown double helped them see off 
Chelsea 3-0 at The Hawthorns in 1977. An 


added bonus was they achieved the success 
while showing clear signs of the additional 
attacking freedom that Clarke is intent on 
injecting into the solid, defensive DNA of 
Hodgson’s side. 

At times they rode their luck. On another 
day the lively Luis Suarez might have had a 
hatful of goals, but the Uruguayan was left 
frustrated by his own woeful finishing and 
Ben Foster’s smart goalkeeping. 

On a different occasion referee Phil Dowd 
could have waved away the borderline 


There was little to choose between the 
sides for much of the first half with the visi¬ 
tors arguably shading things. 

Suarez could have given Brendan 
Rodgers’ side the lead when he fired at 
Foster on 10 minutes, and he should have 


found the net on the half-hour but headed 
wastefully over from Glen Johnson’s cross. 

But it was Zoltan Gera who got the Clarke 
era properly up and running two minutes 
before half-time, marking his first appear¬ 
ance for nine injury-hit months with his 
first Albion goal in more than four years - 
rifling home a wonderful 25-yard half-volley 
from Martin Skrtel’s under-hit header. 

The game should have been sewn up 
before the hour when Long was tripped by 
Daniel Agger en route to goal and the Dane 
was sent off, but Long rolled the spot-kick 
weakly at Pepe Reina. 

It was all over five minutes later when 
Long was sent tumbling by Skrtel and Peter 
Odemwingie hammered home the spot-kick. 

Substitute Lukaku’s arrival added extra 
excitement and the big Belgian rose at the 
far post to nod home Liam Ridgewell’s invit¬ 
ing cross and wrap up the scoring.
